Tho Second cavalry, which is in gar- 
rison at Santa Ana, mado a sortie yesterday 
and attempted to drive away tho beleaguer- 
ing forces, but after a desperate akirmiah 
thoy were defeated and compelled to seek 
refuge behind tho defenoea of the town. A 
fierce battlo svaa fought near .D)m Pe- 
drito yesterday and many were killed on 
each side, but the result of the fight ia Pot 
knowu, 

The federals, who have organized in the 
Argentine province of Cornentea, have in- 
vaded Rio Grande and skirmishes are re- 
ported all alonR the frontier. No decisive 
battle, however, was fought, Tho Govern- 
ment cavalry aro dissatisfied, and in some 
cases have rofuaod to fight the rebels. 
Colonela Pinto and Barcellos, with their 
coimnands, have passed over to the 
federals.

tho crd)inet. The steamer Providence 
has arrived iu Buenos Ayrca with 
yellow fever on board. Her cap- 
tain • failed to report the disease to 
the health authorities and has been sub- 
jected to a heavy fine. Paraguayan ports 
have been declared free from disease. Many 
families from the Argentine province of 
Corrientea are fleeing into Paraguay to ea- 
cape from the brutalities of the , soldiers.! 
The national guard has been ordered to as- 
semble ready for service on March 1. Lists 
have been opened in . order to augtiient tbo 
corps.

Ottaw.\, Feb. 2!>. — Senator Boulton, upon 
being asked the object of hia motion in re 
gard to acquiring a port of'call in the 
Hawaiian Inlands, said ho regarded the 
present revolution and . agitation for an 
nexation as ariain? entirely out of the sugar^ 
question. Some American planters control 
large plantations on the islands and secured 
a treaty with tho United States by which 
their sugar waa admitted into the United 
States under preferential trade, but the re- 
cent reciprocity treaties and sugar 
bounty has rendered that treaty worthless, 
but if they can secure the admission of t e 
islands into tho Republic by annexation, 
they will reap the benefit of tho sugar 
bounty on sugar production. .Should thoy 
succeed, Canada's communication with Aua- 
traliii will bo cut in two as between the East 
and West; by the Sault Ste. Marie canal, 
and if the influences now seeking to secure 
the annexation of the islands continue to 
govern, they would in all probability use 
every tllort agaiuat Canadian competition 
iu tho Pacific. The Behring Sea seal fish- 
eries, which aro now the cause of arbitra- 
tion, warn us, if wo want to avoid trouble, 
to take thinga in time and if any change in 
the foreign relationa of these islands takes 
place, an independent or neutral port 
should be assured.

FATAL SLUGGING. 

Pugilist Jfillcr Dies From 'Wonnds Becolved 
In ii Fight ■\Vlth liawklus— The Other 
Pugilist Very Sorry. 

San Francisco, Feb. 25.— Wm. Miller,* 

pugilist, died this morning from conouaaion 
of the brain, received during the fight with 
Dal. Hawkins at the California Athletic 
club last night. Both were feather-weights,. 
21 years of ago. Tho fight lasted fifteen 
rounds. Miller was severely punished 
throughout. Hawkins and five others who- 
acted as seconds have been arreated,ohari;edi 
with murder. 

In conversation with a United Press re- 
porter thia morning Captain Loea, of tho de- 
tective force, spoke aa followa in reference 
to tho fatal light. " It ia safe to say that . 
tlio result of last night's battle will put an 
end to that sort of business here, and I for 
ono will be glad to see it stopped for good. 
Tho fact of tho matter ia that what have 
been termed boxing matches here, recently, 
have been nothing more than slugging 
matches. A scientific exhibition does not 
do harm to anybody, but the people running 
such affairs havo simply rtu 'them into the 
ground. The seconds of the dead man, who 
participated in last night's fight, are very 
much to be blamed 'for .nob throwing up 
the sponge after the fifth round. 

When questioned in relation to the fight 
Hawkins said that he had no statement to 
make to the publio except that ha was very 
sorry tho fight had terminated aa it had. 
■' Of course the pugilists mutt think that 1 
am really sorry for poor Miller. No person 
can honestly think that a man who enters 
the ling haa any thought or desire of seri- 
ualy injuring hia opjjonont. I thought 
Miller waa strong and lit to fight or else 1 
would not havo gone in tlio ring with 
Ho did not give any evidence 
of weakness before the commencement of 
tbo tight, and I lun aatisfiod that the blow 
which I atruck him had nothing to do with 
hia death. It was a very unlucky afi'air for 
both of us, and I am sincerely sorry that if 
happened,"

niadeby Dr. O'Brien, this afternoon, showed 
that death resulted from tho rupture of the 
midale meningeal artery in tlie right homis- 
phero of the brain, tho rupture being under 
a contusion in tho scalp, the contusion being 
caused by a blow:

More Conclusive Proof of Overcrowding, Filth 

and M'retfihcdncsg. 

Another raid waa made on Chinatown 
after midnight on Friday with tho object of 
detecting cases of overcrowding. There 
were fifteen places visited, and twelve of 
these wore found to be overcrowded. Tho 
worst ease yet discovered was that in tho 
baaoment of On Chung's employment office 
on Cormorant street, An entrance was ef- 
fected through a trap-door, opening up from 
the sidewalk. With great difiSoulty and no 
small risk the search party got through 
many mysterious passages before reaching 
the bunks. The atmoaphero here was most 
offensive, the moisture ascending from tho 
clayey floor blending with the fumes of 
tobacco and opium, with no possible 
moans of escape, there being no preton- 
sioua whatever to ventilation, 'i'ho wretched 
place night and day is as dark as a dun- 
geon. A aeries of stalls run on either side, 
in each of which are from three to aix 
bunks. These stalls arc conn^ructed of 
rough timber and are roofed, but thickly a 
they were packed, tbny wove comfortable 
quarters aa compared with those overhead, 
occupied by poor wretches who were nacked 
as cloao aa sardines in a box. It waa eati- 
mated that not leaa than sixty men slept ou 
the roof of tho stalls. In all there could 
not have heen leas than lOO men in this 
dungeon. In some of tho laundriea, men 
were found sleeping under the benches on 
the ground floor and on the lofts, uaing the 
clothing they received for ivaehing as beds 
and coveriiii,'. Several of tiio Cliinanicn 
were nuestioned aa to their meana of living, 
and it was learned that a number of those 
who occupied thcao wretched sleeping quar- 
ters wore employed as cooks tir.d servants in 
some of tho leading fandliea in town.

Descriptlou of tlio Huildinfif— Couveu- 
ieiice and Comfort the Chief 
Objects in View. 



The now Point Comfort Hotel, at Jlayno 
Island, the oompletion of which so many arc 
looking forward to with feelings of pleasur- 
able antioipation, will be . one of the most 
convenient buildings of the kind on the 
Coast. Tho plans havo now been prepared, 
and tenders will bo invited during the 
present week. Tho following description 
will bo read with interest : 

Tho plans show a frame building of threo 
stories and a basement. The prinoipal front 
faces south-west and overlooks the bay with 
ita wooded shores, and beyond it the view 
o-ttonds up the Pass. The north-\* est front 
ia towards tlie moath of the Pass, and the 
view stretohea ft-t away over the Straits. 
Tho north-east view ia over gently undulat- 
ing land to tho lighthouse, with the Straits 
of (icorgia beyond, the distance being dosed 
in witli the cverchangiug lights and shades 
on the moimtaina of tiie mainland. 

On all these fronts the reception and bod 
rooms are placed, and with tlie exception of 
five beilrooma on the south-east, which com 
maud vicwa of the timber lands, ail tho 
others uiloril charming vistas of "land and 
flood, mountain, rock and sea." 

Tho principal entrance ia in the centre of 
the building approached by u wide flight of 
steps and enclosed by a apaciona verandah 
running nlong two fronts of the building. 
On entering tlirough a timbered porch with 
rough cast in the gable, tho viaitor will lind 
hiniaolf in the outer hall, separated by a 
gla/.cd aoreeu with wide portiere from tho 
inner hall, on one side of which is an open 
fireplace and ingle nook or coay corner, 
nicely wainaeottod, and with! ow wide seats. 
Another wide portiere gives acceaa to tho 
main corridor behind which is tho dining 
room, 40x32 feet, well lit and ventilated, 
with apncioiis aervery, kitchen, preparing 
room, scullery, store room, larder, china 
pantry, " coota," etc., the wine cellar and 
other accommodation, being in tho baao- 
ment. 

For viaitora having an aversion to stair- 
caacs, eii^ht bedrooms are provided on tho 
ground lloor of various sizoa. There ia a 
garden ealraiice uH'ording a realy meana of 
acceaa to the lawn, tennis ground, i^c, with 
another covered verandah from whence the 
lazy ones may watch tho sport at thoir ease. 

Tho first floor can be gained by two atair- 
cases, of which tho principal one only is for 
guests, the other being for servants. Un 
this Qoor over tho hall is the ladies' room, 
22x17, having ita outer end a semi-ootagon 
on plan, giving views in three directions. 
Hero olao are siiteeu bedrooms, all having, 
like those below, at least one wall an outer 
ono, for at Point Comfort no one will bo 
aaked to inliahit a room from which some 
extensive view cannot bo obtained, and the 
viaitor haa merely to state what kind of 
view ho wants and ho will bo placed in a 
room commanding it. Wide balconies aro 
placed over tho verandaha. 

On tho second lloor will be found nine 
more liedroonia, making tho preaont total 
accommodaLion thirty-three ; alao a bil- 
liard room. 

The building will bo — i shape in main 
outline, ll.'ix.'W feet, exclusive of verandah, 
with anne.x of 57x2C feet. 

The architccta having been limited in 
price, have had to seek elfect in simple 
grouping of the various parts, breadth and 
color, 'i'lio principal front is picturesquely 
broUon up by tho largo projecting semi- 
octaf^on, which rises through threo 
stories, projecting ono over the other, and 
roofed tower-wiae. Two quaint dormers 
break up the rest of the roof, while the 
vcrnnduliB jjivo relief to the facade. 

The northeast elevation facing the en- 
trance of the pass ia gabled in timber and 
plaster, as are those ou the other two fronts. 

The Iniildiug will bo plainly finished in- 
side, and the chief object sought is comfort 
for every guest. 

W liut is at present the comfortable dwell- 
ing house of Mr. W. H. Mawdsley will be 
recast and connected ' with the main build- 
ing by a covered way. Here there will be 
four bath-rooms with hot and cold fresh'and 
sea water laid on. Other rooms will be laid 
out as coay sitting rooms and bed rooms, e.n 
suite, where a family can have more privacy 
than can usually be gained in a hotel.

By the above table wo see that last year in public life and in honesty of purpose iu 



tlio revonuo of the Quebec Post Office, 
although tho city has more than sixty-three 
thousand inhabitants, was less than that of 
Victoria, which by the census was not quite 
aoventoen thousand ; that the amount of the 
money orders issued in Quebec '.vas not half 
that of the orders issued in Victoria, but 
that the amount of tho money orders paid in 
the former city was slightly in excess of the 
amount of the orders paid in the latter. 
But perhaps the greatest discrepancy is in 
the expenditure of tho two oHioes. In Que- 
bec it takes $3C,:!;)1 to collect Stl.SSo 
revenue, while in Victoria only §17,076 was 
taken to collect S-13,741. Tho surplus of 
receipts oyer expenditure in the Quebec 
post office was $5,221, while the Victoria 
surplus was $25,7CS. Yet the post office 
authorities are most unwilling to grant tho 
Victoria letter curriers even the slightest 
increuBO to tho pittance allowed tliem by

EXPOSED. 

Tho Times instead of admitting that it 
hud accused tho Attorney-Goneral falsely 
tries to creep out of the difficulty in which 
it linds itself without eithoi acknowledging 
its error or making an apology. It corrects 
the Colonist as to tho date of Mr. Bouri- 
not'a opinion, which was the 0th of April 
and not the 15th, us wo believed. But our 
mistake does not make the false accusation 
any the less false. Anyone can see that a 
law which secured the assent of the Lieut.- 
Governor on the 8th of April, coald not 
have been " suggested " or modified or in- 
fluenced in any way by a legal opinion 
which was written the day after it 
had become tho law of tho land. 
" But mere statements about dates will not 
settle the matter," says the Times. But 
he 'Statements of dates do settle the matter 
as far as the coatomptibly mean question 
. asked by the Times — "What do the people 
think of an Attorney-Genoral who could 
not discover this fact (that tho then existing 
legislation was deficient) for himself, but 
felt obliged to procure an outside opinion? " 
':r-i8 oonoerned. The dates show clearly that 
the law was framed, carried through the 
legislature, and received tho Governor's 
assent, before the Attorney- General could 
possibly have seen Mi-. Bourinot's opinion. 
Tho dates show that tho filse accusation in- 
volved in the question we have quoted, had 
not even the shadow of a foundation. 



NOT REHABILITATED, 

Mr. Mercier has again made his appear- 
ance in tho Quebec Legislature. His pre- 
sence there aa a member of a small and not 
by any' means influential Opposition should 
teach Quebec politicians of all grades, und 
both parties, that in public life as in busi- 
ness life honesty is tho best policy. A very 
few years ago Mr. Merciar had, to all up 
poarauces, commenced a brilliant and a sue 
ccasful career. He was an able man oud an 
astute politician. He, perhaps bettor than 
any man living, understood his compatriots 
tho French Canadians. Ho was imnieuaely 
popular with thoiii, and ha knew how to re- 
tain tho favor of tho people, lie had, too, 
ingratiated himself with tho clergy of the 
Province from the highest to the lowest. 
He had, as the saying is, tho ball at his foot. 
But ho could not stand prosperity. Ho was 
not content to attain eminence gradually 
but tried to reach it at a bound, In order 
to increase hia influence, he had recourse to 
questionable practices. Ho was apparently 
successful for a time, but he was found out 
and exposed. After his exposure he fell, 
and his fall was much more rapid than his 
rise. Now, a poor man with a tarnished 
reputation, he has reappeared in the legis- 
lative arena. Tlioro are some who believo 
that he may recover the ground ho has lost, 
and may again become the favorite of tho 
French-Canadians. He possesses courage, 
energy and great ability as a politician, 
but, although many things are poasiblo iu 
Quebec political life that are considered 
impossible in the other provinces of tho 
Dominion, it is hardly to bo expected that 
Mr. Mercier, with all hia talent and his 
endowments, will ever be able to reascend 
tho political ladder and gain a high public 
position, even in his own Province. His 
past will bo too heavy a burden for him, 
strong man us ho is, to carry. Ho will, in 
all probability, remain a political wreck, a 
warning to all pnblio men of great ambition 
and easy virtue.

A COMPARISON. 



The Report of the Auditor-General con- 
tains a great deal of valuable information, 
but it is not presented in a very attractive 
-ehape. Besides, it requires both patience 
and care to extract from it tho facts and 
figures which tho inquirer desires to obtain. 
As a good deal is said juat now about tho 
relative importance of this Uity and this 
Province, and aa tho amount of business 
•done by the post office of a city is as good a 
test as can be found of its intelligencu and 
its commarolal importonoo, wo thought it 
would be useful — to Victorians at any rate 
— with tho help of tho Auditor-General's 
Report, to institute a comparison botwoon 
tho City of (^lebec and tho City of Victoria 
with respect to tho business of their re- 
epeotive post offices. The comparison 
should be greatly in favor of Quebec, for 
the population of that city by tho census ot 
1S91, i8 6;i,000; while that of Victoria i.'i set 
down at only 10,811. If tho reader tries 
to boar in mind, aa he examines the follow- 
ing tabulated statement, that Quebec has 
nearly four times as many inhobitanta as 
Victoria, the figurea will have the greater 
significance. The statement gives the gross 
postal revenue of the two cities for three 
years, the money orders issued and paid, 
the amounts of the orders, the total com- 
missions and salaries paid : 



This Dominion of Canada has, we aje 
afraid, more than the normal nnmber^of 

croakers, men who do not believo in the 
country, who aro always ready to disparage 
everything in it and connected with it, and 
who have, with respect to it, neither hopes 
nor aspirations. They ancor at those who 
profess to loVe Canada, and laugh outright 
at the enthusiasts who have faith in her 
future. Tho possimism of these men lowers 
the tone of political life in this country. 
They repress tho generous ardor of the 
young and enthusiastic and they discourage 
and depress those who dare to be hopeful 
and to aim high. The croakers are to bo 
found everywhere, and the harm they have 
done and aro doing is incalculable. 

But there uro signs that tho pessimists 
aro not to have the whole field to them- 
selves. A now scliool of Cuuadiau pub- 
licists is coming into prominence, 
It is ' composed of men is^who 
love Canada as their country, who 
have made its capabilities their study 
and who have faith in its future. They be- 
lievo that it is worth working for and they 
aro always ready to say a good word in its 
behalf. ' 

Chief among these is the Kev. Principal 
Grant, a man who has a bigger heart and a 
great deal more brains than tho very ablest 
of the desparagers of the Dominion. He, 
too, possoasos onorgy, courage, and industry 
as well as ability, and when opportunity 
offers he does not hesitate to expose tlio 
narrowness and the Hhortaii^hteduesa of tho 
pessimists. Hn is, also, a beliovor in purity 



politicians, and he ia doing what he can to 
raise the standard of .public morals in this 
Dominion. He, a few days ago, delivered 
an address before tho Montreal Canadian 
National League on " Tho Evolution of 
Canada and the Outlook." This address 
was both able and eloquent and showed that 
tho speaker occupies ground much higher 
than tho average party politician. In fact wo 
question very much if party politioiiins could 
bo made to appreciate much of what Dr. 
Grant said. Ho spoko in what is to them 
ua unknown tongue, but wo aro proud to 
observe that sontimonis such as he ex- 
pressed are understood and admired by on 
over increasing oircid of Canadian men and 
women. There are many indications that 
tho best Canadians are beeomiug sick and 
tired of what was some limo ago called 
politics " in Canada, und aro looking for 
something higher und bettor than what, un- 
til vory lately, passed under that numc. 
To these Canadians such addresses as those 
delivered by Dr. Grant in Montreal aro 
most welcome. Ho, us tho following ex- 
tract shows, is conservative in tho widest 
and best sense. Speaking of the future of 
Canada ho said : 

What is witliin our power ? Tho past 
says to us, " Beware of revolutionary pro 
posals." It crnphiiBizes thu wisdom of tin 
advice given by tho member for Botluvell 
What wo need ia the reformation of existing 
abuses, not critical and revolutionary 
changes; reforms under tho constitution, 
not a destruction of the constitution itself. 
Wo need those changes which intollineut 
discussion, honest intention, and electoral 
votes can secure, and not those which can 
bo obtained at this timo only by tho force of 
arms. Let us then keep to tho path of 
peaceful reform. It is the safe course, dic- 
tated alike by prudence and common sense. 
Just because there is no^ a general restless- 
ness, similar to what has usually existed 
prior to every one of our great changes, 
there is all the more need for taking this 
warning to heart. Let US think oalmly und 
clearly, and, above all, define the end wo 
have in view. Then, however we may dif- 
fer as to details, we shall be in fundamental 
agreement. 

Dr. Grant strikes tho proper note v^heu 
he says, " I am not much concerned about 
our future, either us to tho timo when a 
change shall be or thu particular form 
it is likely to assume. . If we do our duty 
in the present our future will be all righti 
and at tho right time, too." This is how 
success and perfection aro attained. Lot 
tho present task, tho present duty, bo done 
as well as it can bo done, und tlio future 
will tako caro of itsolf. That there is 
enough for the best Canadians to do now 
und in the near future Dr. Grant makes 
abundantly evident. It is this : 

To purify her public life from corruption ; 
to Gct an cxaniplo to this continent of com- 
mercial freedom, political vigor, industrial 
peace, and religious unity ; to preserve our 
national honor against pressure from with- 
out, und Bup and mine within ; to prove 
that tho Mother Country did well nnd did 
not ill iu trnstmg Canadians at tlie outset, 
and that a higher unity can bo tho result of 
freedom than of uniformity imposed from 
without, and to prove that tliu schism of 
tho Empire that was brought about, not by 
tho will of tho people but by tho inc ipaoity 
of a Ministry, can bo healed and be tho 
agent that iioals, tho link binding into an 
honorable unity mother and oldest daughter. 
If an outlook suoh as this can bo realized, 
the evolution of Canada, with all the aacri- 
ficoB that sucoesaive generations have made, 
shall have served a aufficieut purpose in tho 
upward striving of the race. 

Talk such aa this ia looliahness to many 
politicians, whose highest aim is to get 
ofHoes for themselves or their friends, and 
to whom men are everything and principles 
nothing,

On Ma[)lo street, about half way be- 
tween police headquarters and The Tri- 
bune oUice, there was a 1-story tumble- 
down cottage which was an eyesore to the 
street. Next on the east was a lino dry 
goods store ; iio.xt on tho west was a jew- 
elry establishment, Tho owner and occu- 
pant of the cottage and ground was an 
old spinster,' and she riefiiaed tp. sell or 
lease, You will find siioh^pots in oveiy 
city, and tho public rejoice when the pig 
headed owners are fiJially gathered' to 
their fathers. 

As " the criminal reporter" on night 
duty on the stall' of Tho Tribune I had 
taken notice of this old rookery — associ- 
ated it with tho uncanny and with acts o/ 
lawlessness.

The sum of novelties in- 
censes each year, and every generation 
aees, for the most part, a now type of 
pi lilts. There has ijrohiddy been no 
p,-',i,allel lo the marvellous evidution of 
irativo Aiueric \a fi ulu-i. \\'ithin the cen- 
tury, gra))es, cranberries, the most popn. 
lar gooseberries, some of tin- mulberries, 
the raspberries and blackberries, the 
pecans and aomo of the uhestnuta, and 
perhaps tho strawberries, have been pro- 
cured from wild apecii-a. Jleii still living 
renicmlier when there was no oomiiier i.-il 
cultivation of ihe.se fruils. New grapes, 
new plums, and other fruits, are still ap- 
pearing, and will be sta|)les a century 
lioiico. In 1800 there werii doO native 
jilants in cultivation, while in IHDl not 
less thiui 2410 had appeared in ganhuis 
iKU'th of Mexico, 18 • of them being added 
in tho latter y> nr. New plants, especial- 
ly the ornamental, continue to eomo from 
every part of tho world in .iddiiiou to 
those from tho native fiora. The last fow 
years have witnessed great improvements 
in the rearing of plants, and in methods 
of handling and preserving horticultural 
product.s.

SCIENTIPM MISCELLANY. 

The Little in Ouekustry. — Some 
examples of the marvellous iiifluoncd that 

traces of foreign substance may e.xert 
upon chemical change have been collected 
by a writer in Science. Mr. II. li. Baker 
))roved in 1 87 and 1888 that carbon, sul- 
jiliur or phosphorus may be strongly heat- 
ed in dry oxygfn without taking lire, al- 
though vigorous combustiou takes place 
if the slightest moiaiure be present. Our 
liousehidd iiies would probably bo imi)os- 
siblo in the absence of aiiueous vapor. A 
trace of moisture is necessarj' to other 
coiiiliiiiations, as dry ehlorino and dry 
metallic .■iodium do not unite, and a mix- 
ture of carbon monoxide and oxygen, or 
of ethylene and oxygen, can only be ex- 
[iloded when slightly moist. Mr. W. H. 
Veley has lately shown that llio violent 
aeti(Hi of nitric acid on niiuiy metals is 
due to slight impurity. Co|)per, silver, 
mercury or bismuth may be imnu-rsed in 
tho strongest pure nitric acid for a c n 
sidorable time without effect, hut the ad- 
dition of a trace of nitrous acid — even so 
small ns I or 2 parts in 10,000 — causes 
tho metal to bo rapidly dissolved. Pure 
zinc will not dissolve in [Hire hydrochloric 
or suliilmric acid, while the reaction is 
ipiickly 3. t up in the pre-ionco of niclallic 
palt. Prof. Roberts Austen has told us 
that a copper cable will carry twice as 
many messages now as would the impure 
cofiper of 35 years ago, and Sir Wni. 
'rhoins"n had declared that tho iiresenco 
I'f a l.OOUth partof bisniuili would destroy 
the commercial succchs of tho copper. Sir 
Vivb.n Ilussoy has added that a 1,00 dli 
jjart of aiitiuioiiy will convert ilio best 
copper into tho worst conceivable. Very 
slight variations in the proportion of car- 
bon change the character and value of 
stool, and a trace of bismuth or lead 
Would render gold useless for coinage on 
account of brittloness.

YEN. AKCHDBACOK MASON. 

Death of a Well Kno^vn Divine Who labored 
Long in British Columbia, 

Victorian3 will no doubt road with inter- 
eat and regret tho following from an English 
paper: "'I'ho church baa lout a hard work- 
ing and faithful priest in tho Ven. Archdea- 
con Mason, late Vicar of Longcross, who 
died on the 21at ult. at the ago of aixty- 
four. A graduate of Oriel college, Oxford, 
after a course at Wella' Theological college, 
Mr. Mason was ordained in 1851! by the 
Bishop of Winchester, and after serving 
various charges, ho accepted ihat of St. 
Steven's, Dovonport, during absence of the 
rector, where, aided by his wife, ho founded 
and worked St. Steven's Homo Penitent. 
In I80'2 Mr. Mason yielded to an ardent re- 
quest to join tho Hawaiian mission for five 
years, leaving hia wifetowork tho Home, but 
through tho influence of Bishop Wilberforco 
Mrs. Mason handed theworkovertoMiaaSel- 
lon'a sisterhood and joined her husband in 
Hawaii. In 1869 Archdeacon Mason was 
sent to England by||be King of Hawaii to 
make known and ej^ain the^iiBcultles and 
needs of the mission, whioh was then with- 
out a bishop. He returned to the islands 
and carried on almost single-handed the 
work till tho arrival of a new bisbopt After 
sixteen years' work he resigned and started 
for iilngland, but at San Fra^isoo was met 
by a telegram asking him to give help in 
British Columbia, and so he joined 3ishop 
Hills, working eleven yoars in mining 
campa, founding and working a hospital, 
and bringing comfort and help to many 
wanderera. Ho was made dean and arch- 
deacon of tlio diocese. In 18S1 he left 
for a year's holiday well earned, as in tho 
t"w. iiiy-one years' work ho never had a 
. ingle day's rest. Various reaaons led to 
the Archdeacon's resignation, alter a j-ear's 
work in England, preaching for niiaaiona 
and collecting £1,200. Ho then worked for 
a year at St. Michael'a, Portsea, and from 
there wont to help hia old friend. Rev. C. 
L. 'Vaughan,at Christ church, St. Leonard's, 
till tho Bishop of Winchester oU'ered him 
the living of Long Cross, Surrey, where ho 
worked, roepectod and belovcil, for eight 
yeara, building up hia people in tlio Catholic 
faith. Widely sought after, ho overtaxed 
his strength by heavy engagemonta 
preaching, and in Holy week, 1801. on re- 
turning from town from preaching, 
pleased God to lay him aside by a stroke of 
paralysis. Ho resigned his pariah last 
year and retired to St. Leonard's, where he 
entered Into rest on the 21st ult., after four 
days' acute sufiTering. 

SCARING A SCAVENGER. 

An Ollicor anil a Chinaman Have a C'oiitro- 
versj- ou n 'rochuicaUty. 

There waa a little excitement at tho pub- 
lic market yesterday, when Officer Smith 
brought in a Chinamen laden with two bas- 
kets of bones. His charge against John 
was that he peddled bones without a license. 
The market superintendent suggested to 
the otliccr that the man who collects bones 

from the aab piles and SwIll jiails of tho 
city acurcely comes within the definition of 
"peddler," aa given in the Market by- 
law. Smith Insisted that tho China- 
man ought to have a license, inasmuch 
as tho bones weee collected for sale. While 
the point was being debated, the Chinaman 
demanded hia baskets, and, seizing them, 
dumped their contents on the market Uoor. 
This hrouglit the discussion to a close, us 
tho superintendent insisted that the offen- 
sive bones should not bo allowed to remain 
there. Then Smith seized the (Chinaman 
and compelled him to replace tho offensive 
pile in the baakets. Thia done, the discus- 
sion on the legal point was resumed ; but 
John quietly sloped, leaving all behind him. 
How tho bonea will be disposed of remains 
to be seen, but one thing ia pretty certain, 
tho Chinaman was doing the city a service 
and was more of a scavenger than a peddler. 
The material was being collected for tho B. 
C. Entorprlao Mf^nufacturiug Co, , who have 
recently established a factory on the Tolmio 
estate for the manufacture of fertilizers, etc.

liuck From the .Mainland. 

Supt. F. S. Hussey of tho Provincial 
police, returned from Vancouver lost oveu- 
inf; on tho Islander. He waa over on tho 
Mainland, where, iu addition to other mat- 
ters, he saw that a proper quarantine was 
had on the Keefer quarry smallpox case, and 
that all necessary steps were taken to pre- 
vent the spread of the disease.' The camp 
at the quarry, Mr. Hussey says, is perfectly 
isolated and there Is no danger of anyoue, 
other than those that are there, catnhing 
the disease. It is possible that one of tho 
eleven " suspects " may develop smallpox, 
but the others were in apparently good 
health. While in Vancouver Mr. Hussey 
made some inquiries as to tho alleged In- 
dian massacre up North. Ho has been un- 
able to obtain any additional facta in rela- 
tion to the story, and in their absence ia 
waiting for the report of the Indian agent 
as to whether the bodies can be found or 
not. Mr. Hussey says, however, that if the 
bodies are found and there is any reason to 
Buppoao there has been foul play, the police 
will tako tha matter in hand, but in the 
niuanlime the Indian agent is doing all that 
ia necesaary, and his exertiaos will un- 
doubtedly prevent any such tribal war as 
was expected.

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U.S. MILITARY. STRENGTH. 



Information Calculated to Correct 
Mistaken Ideas— Well lu- 
tormed Opinions. ; - - 

How the State of Wasliiufftou is Pro- 
tected— Members of the 
.Staff., 



Who ia the student' of the times among 
Canadians 'and Englishmen, especially rest' 

dents of Canada, who hua not at some lime 
or other ligured on tho ijosaibilitiea of war 
with our big neighbor across "the line"? 
The wires r. few;daya ago brought tho state- 
ment that H. M, S. Tomorairo a 
iirat-olasa battle ship,, had been or- 
dered to tho Pacifio for permanent 
duty at Esquimau. Tho question 
referred to above, and suggcatod by tho 
telegraphic announcement cumo up again. 
(This time a small knot of Canadians with 
one solitary American in the party wore 
doing the talkincr. Some of the statements 
on the subject were positively amusing 
to the listener, who knew anything 
• aboat the subject at all. Especially wus 
this the case when roterenoo was 
made to the fighting strength of tho 
United States. That fact in particular 
suggested this artiole. The writer is an 
American, but the writing will not bo 
spread-eagle. A few simple facts, many of 
which are unknown to the general run of 
Canadians, will bo given. 

Many mialak'J!! ideas prevail relative to 
tlio atiinding army of the United States, 
and mucli injuatico is, as a matter 
of fact, done to tho American nation 
when it ia called a weak military 
power. The United States could 
fire days time mobilize at any given jjoint 
nearly 150,000 well drilled and thoroughly 
equipped troops. How could she do it? 
Why aho has, first of all, '25,000 regulars, 
il'hen she has 100,000 well drilled and finely 
equipped National Guardsmen ; and then 
there are about 15,000 or 20,000 men 
organized and armed in what iiro 
called unattached militia or private 
conipanioa. The.se men could take tl; 
field at a moment's notice. Wlien 
you examine tho position of tho United 
States in comparison with tho military pow- 
ers of tho earth you will see that ahe has 
too many men undor arms. She does not 
. need them all. Sho need, as a matter of 
fact, have no fear from Canada, for in tho 
event of difHculty the attack would come 
froni. Great Britain, and' ahe would have 
ample (;ime to prepare. It ia useless 
to compare any other power 
] the Western hemisphere, and nonsense to 
tolk of a surprise or catching her olf her 
guard. The wisdom that dictated tho dis- 
banding ot the splendid Army of the Poto- 
mac after tho fatrous review in Washington 
IB still conaidered wisdom and will be such, 
for years to come. 

But to return, you may say that these 
100,000 men are far from good soldiers, 
that they ar« not disciplined. I will quote 
an English authority. The London Army 
ond Navy Gazette says : 

"The events of the last few months 
have taught the Americana a lesson regard- 
ing tlic valuo of a well oreanized and pow- 
ful ililitia, which will not soon be forgoten. 
In New York and Pennsylvania the Na- 
tional Guard system is bettef developed 
than anywhere elso in the country, and in 
both of thoag stjites it has been found to be 
the only barrier between an orderly and law- 
abiding people and temporary anarchy. 
Without the support of the Militio there 
would have been no ready means of enforc- 
ing the law, and the authority of the courts 
and all branches of the civil government 
would have been aucceaafuUy delied. In 
ffennessee the Militia waa found weak and 
■ ill prepared when tho miners' insurrection 
came, and tho resulfcwas a deraoralizing and 
dangerous period of alarm and confusion in 
the whole distrioti. Yet even in Tennessee 
a few companies of State troops were the 
main instrument in restoring order. It is 
very clear that the founders of the nation 
knev,' well what they did when a olanse of 
the organic law of the land was so made the 
guarantee of the right to bear arms and u 
solemn declaration of the necessity of a well 
ordered Militia was incorporated in the 
federal Constitution." 

G'he U. S. Army and Navy Journal aays : 

" There is no doubt of the advance mado 
in recent years in tho grnat task of organiz- 
ing the people of thia country into a military 
force. Tho National Guard is stronger 
than it ever was before in our history, and 
it is not only better drilled as a whole but 
the essentials that form the efficient soldier 
have received great attention and succesaful 
development. While the bodies of troops 
fiom the regular army and navy, tlio 
marines, blue jackets and cadets were looked 
upon with odmiration during tho Ceiilennial 
parade of April, 1889, their good perform- 
ances were received as a matter of course, 
and thia is proper. Tliey are tho official 
exemplars of correct bearing. On the other 
hand the fine appearhnce of the National 
Guard was a surprise, for it was the lir.st 
time when the troops of so many diflerent 
States weiehroucbt together, and their per- 
formance could be looked upon us repre- 
sentative not of the military spirit and 
faithful drill of one state only, bub the 
whole country. It waa not only good in it-

juatified not only the polioy of tho Govern- 
ment in its efforts to establish a helpful 
oversight in National Guard matters, but 
tho labors of the many officers who have 
taken part in carrying it out. One result of 
thia policy and of tho detail of oliicera to 
Bohools for military instruction ia tho growth 
of an appreciative spirit in tho people. A 
parade nowadays ia watched by thousands 
who have learned to bo competent obaervera 
and judges of good military form." 

The recent World'a Fair dedication at 
Chicago waa the occasion for tho gathering 
of many of tho regulara and a largo number 
of tho atato troopa. In tho reviewing stand 
were many military attaches of the foreign 
legations in Washington. They niiatook 
the National Guardsmen from Now 
York and Pennsylvania for regulars, 
and after they had learned their 
mistake, said they were bettor look- 
ing soldicru than the regulara. This 
speaks very highly for the discipline 
and military bearing of the men. Tho 
Seventh Regiment of New York had at tho 
close of tho rebellion furnished over GOO 
officers to the Union army. lu tho majority 
of States the State troops or National 
, guardsmen are commanded by veterans of 
;'1ihe rebellion, and they know the art of war. 
trhe United States troops taught tho world 
some lessons during that long contest. 
DChero may have been mistakes, and it is 
still an open question with many whether 
tho whole tiling was not » grave, serious, 
error, but tho fact remains. These enor- 
mous arniiofl, guided by tho cunning and 
skill of nnvstcr minds, clashed, and fought 
to a conclusion. There waa no giving way 
nnlil the beaten one was completely van- 
qnished and no relenting by tho concpicror 
until tho enemy struck their colors. A na- 
tion of artisans and farmers bacamo a na- , 



tion of warriors, and the transformation 
waa quick and complete. Equally qu^ck wua 
tho chatige to tho natural state of affairs, 
And the men who learned the art of war in 
that great school are tho men in whoso 
hands tho National Guard nov^ is. Of courao 
they will not last forever, bttt^'many of 
them are still in their prime. ' ' 

There was a time not many years ago 
when tho regulars, both officers and men, 
looked upon the National Guardsmen as 
amateurs, but now th^ir relations arc closer 
and sympathies far greater. They work in 
harmony.'' /Regular .. officers are nearly al 
ways at state enoampnieata . and they lend 
all possible aid to perfeotion in drilling 

Oar immediate . neighbors — the people of 
Washington— are among the' beat protected 
of any state in the , Union as far as land 
forces go. There are nearly 4,000 regulars 
in the state, and fully 1,400 Nationa' 
Guardsmen. Xhe regulars are stationed ut 
Fort 'Vahoottvor, Fort Towaaand, Fort 
Oanby, Fort, Walla Walla and Eort 
Spokane. The shite troops , at^ divid 
od up in different portioaa of 
tho state. Tho adjutant-general, Eoss 
G. O'Brien, is virtually at tho bead of tho 
state troops, although tho governor ia tho 
chief military officer. General O'Rrion was 
a second lieutenant, in the l.'l t Illiuoia In 
fautry and served through the war. Col 
Harry Landes, paymaster-gcuerul, served 
thrco and a half years in tho 
war and left as a lieutenant of a Kentucky 
regiment. Victoria has a stall' officer in tho 
National Guards of Washington. He is 
Col. A. J. Kane of the British PaciQo Rail- 
way Co. He is Assiatant Inapeotor Gen^ 
oral, Tho Colonel has been under fire, 
too. 

Col. Joe. Green, at the head of tho First 
Regiment, which is coiniiosod of Seattle and 
Tacoma companies, liaa been in tho ililitia 
for eigtcen years. Washington ia very lib 
eral with its guards, Last year they got 
1-5 of 1 mill on all the assessable property 
in the State, an operation which netted 
$55,000. Then the U. S. apportionment 
was §.'i,000, and adding the salary of tho 
Adjutant-General, tho total reaches $G0, 000- 
All of the State troops have seen riot ser. 
vice, and acquitted themaolvea nobly. Tho 
act authorizes thirty companies of infantry 
and two troops of cavalry. Only twenty- 
one companies of infantry havo been 
sanctioned as yet, however. When on 
duty, whether on holiday pirado or 
field or in annual encampment, the men 
receive 51.{iO per day and the officers J'J. 
The Brigadier-General is A. P. Curry, of 
Spokane. I believe he, too, is a 
war veteran. I dwell on Washing- 
ton so much because she is British Col- 
umbia's neighbor, and all readers of the 
Colonist wiU want to know just what tho 
make up is of tho 5,200 troops who would 
be thrown this way in the event of trouble. 

Tho number of men available for military 
duty in the U. S., based on figures from all 
but ten states Bad one territory waa 7,695,- 
•242. Tho statea omitted are all populous 
ones, so tho figures should properly be 
nearer 9,000,000. Isolated from other 
powers and with a sufficient force to meet 
all naeds her military policy ia to be com- 
mended and not sneered at. 

The present strength is 1,.'!8S oflicera and 
men, consisting of three regiments of in- 
fantry (2i companies) and two troops of 
cavalry, to be increased to ten battalions 
(.'!0 companies) of infantry, two battalions 
of cavalry (4 troopa) and one naval bat- 
talion, the latter to consist of throe coni- 
panies of seamen, infuutiy and one battery 
of machine guns. 

The brigade commander, Brigade-General 
Curry, of Spokane, and the adjutant-gen- 
eral, Brigade-General R. G. O'Brien, of 
uiymnia, served during the late war, and 
had dlstiuguiBnou records for gallant and 
meritorious services* - 

Of the 26 officers compdsiug the general 
staff of the National Guard of Washtogton, 
no less than three-fifths of this number 
served during tho loto war, ond with the 
exception of the statea of New York and 
Pennsylvania, no other state in the Union 
can show a larger number of staff oflScers 
with "war records. 

Colonel Landea, the paymaster-general, 
and prcaident of the Firat N.itional li.lnk, 
of Port Townseud, and who recontly mar- 
ried a very pretty young lady of Victoria, 
served four yeara during the war in a Ken- 
tucky regiment of infantry, retiring with 
the rank of lieutenant and brevet captain. 

Lieut.-Cololel A. J. Kane, assistant in- 
spector-general on the atalf, ia a cili^en of 
Thurston county, Washington, hutat present 
domiciled in 'Viotoria, and well known to 
many residents by reason of his connection 
with the projected Canoda Western Rail- 
way. 

Colonel Kane served during the war in 
the navy as a muater'a mate and ensign. 
Ho took part in eleven naval engagements, 
was twice wou^'led in action, and ia pen- 
sioned for wounds. He was blown up on 
the gunboat Commodore .fonea by a tor- 
pedo, below Richmond, ■Virginia, in May, 
ISIU, all of the oflicers and crow of that 
vessel bemg either killed or wounded. He 
subsequently commanded a detachment of 
eeamen-infantry on shore. While forming 
tho picket guard of the naval division, 
and was recommended for meritorious 
services in action in dispatches by 
the late Rear-Admiral S. P. Quacken- 
biish, U. S. N. (then a commander), 
and auba(:(jnently to the close of tho war, 
while serving in the VYcst Indiea on the U. 
K. ship "De Soto," was present at Capo 
Haytian, llayli, during the IjomljarJment 
of that city by 11. M.S. " Bull Dog " (during 
hich that vessel was destroyed). Mr. 
Kane was one of live oHiucrs of that vessel 
that rendered signal service in rescuing 
iCnglisb and French refugees, passing under 
the tiro of the Haytian Iditteries, an<l for 
which Hor Majesty's Government tof^other 
with tho I'renoli dovernmcnt, conmuniieat- 
their (luinka to their Auierioan Govern- 
ment, livt the oflicers referr'^d to, includ- 
ing Ci'l. Kane, wore nut allowed to acce])t 
any persnnal recognition owing to the feel- 
ing that existed at that period agiiin.st the 
Hritiih Government for tlie "Alubaiiia af- 
fair," and to tho occupation of Mexico by 
tho French troops under Marshal Bazaine.

AVESTLEY C EIPPEY. 

The Wife of Hr. Mackny'a Assailant a Resi- 
dent of Seattle— AVliat She Has 
to Say. 

Skatti.i:, Feb, 25.— (Special)— Tho wife of 
\Ycstley C Kippey, who yesterday shot 
Miickay, the millionaire, in San Francisco, 
has lived in Seattle since 1S90. She has 
been the proprietrojs of a lodging house 
here, and has a daughter by a previous mar- 
riage who is now married. To-day Mrs. 
Rippey exhibited her marriage certificate to 
a correspondent. It was dated at Denver, 
Col., Nov. 23, 187G, and signed by Rev. J. 
M. Sturtevant, a Congregational minister, 
and stated that Westley C. Rippey and 
Mrs. Bessie 'Vennum had that day 
been united in marriage. "At the time of 
our marriage," said Mrs. Rippey, "Mr. 
Rippey was a wealthy man, Ho was 
tho jiroprietor of tho 'Tremont House and 
was reported to bo worth IJISO.OOO. The 
year boforo ho had made ^;ll(j|0OO in one 
mining deal. We lived in Denver for one 
year. Wo then went to San Francisco and 
took up our rcaidenee there. Ho imme- 
diately entered into stock speculation, like 
everyone else in those days, and, like many, 
lost heavily because of tho manipulations of 
tho stock board. I have known him to lose 
§10,000 in a single day. Naturally hie 
losses made him morose and. hard to get 
along with. Time after time I 
onlreated him to make over some 
of his property to mo, so that 
we might at least have a homo left us. ; 
Bub he would not do so. After nearly four 
years of liviog together he became so dis- 
agreeable through hia losses that I could no 
longer live with him, and left, going to 
Colorado, For nearly eight yeara I did not 
seo or hear from him, when I went baek to 
alifornia and lived for three years in San 
Francisco. We mot several time and were 
on perfectly friendly terms. On several of 
our meetings he spoke bitterly of Mackay, 
Fair and other of the millionaire stock job- 
bers. Air. Mackay he was especially bitter 
against because he had spent all of his 



money out ot tho country. Once Mr. 
Rippey . said to nie impieaaively : 
' When I die it shall either be 
as tt millionaire or a pauper. If 
as a pauper somebody will get butt, 
When I strike I will strike high. Those 
people who have been victimised on tho 
stock board shall bo avenged.' In that I sec 
a motive for hia action. Ho was a regular 
stock crank. For eight yeara ho had been 
fighting tho stock board of which Mackay 
wus president with poor success. It seemed 
to have embittered liim. Mrs. Riypey 
though reduced in circumstances, is not in 
want and seems happy. Tho news has not 
made a marked impression on her, for sho 
says she expected hor husband would do 
somethiugof th'e kind. While evidently 
proud 0^. him, it la ' evident there- was no 
love lost between them.

^ "Speaking of cloudbursts," said Col. 
Gfanercr, ijuttiii;,' liis feet on the table 
and liy-litiiiLT ;i irosli agar, "I had a lit- 
tle peu-sonal ('xi)id-ii'nce in that line 
onco, iind iiceer \vaiit il rcpotitod." 

Being' presseil to foiate liis exporienco, 
the colonel continued: "It was in the 

I .summer of 1873. A younfir fellow 
named Geor'g-e Brown and 1 were pros- 
pcctiiirf in the lintichucti mountains in 
Arizona. It was a cc)iii|)aratively im- 
IciiDwn ('(umtfy at that time, anil lilleil 
with d;inf;crs of all kinds ag'aiiist 
whieh wo were amply prepared. We 
had a fine outfit, well stored witli pro- 
Tisions, and we carried good arms and 
an abnndai\ce of ammunition. This for 
the doiihle iJurpo.so of killinir "^ame and 
defending,' our.selvcs a;;;iiiist i)iissil)le 
attacks of Apaelies, who wore bad at 
that time. "We had been out from civi- 
lization about six weeU-.s, and had made 

/ some smaU discoveries, but nothing 
which I thought would justify us in 
working at that time, so we pushed 
further np the mountain.';, followinf,' up 
a eauj-on as ftir as we could fjo with otir 
team, and when -vve eould tal;e our 
wa^^'on no fiu-llu-r \^■e made eamp, tiiul 
eaeli dti.v prospected tlie couiitry around 
it, packing our tools and water on our 
mules. 

"Wo had started out early one 
morning on one of tliese expeditions. 
The air was remarlcaljly calm; not a 
lircatb stirred, nor was there a cloud 
in the sky. ; The sun came up clear and 
hot, and Brown remarked to me as we 
toiled up the narrow ctmyon that wo 
were sure of a fine day at any rate. 
reached the scene of our operations 
about nine o'clock in tlie inorninf,', ami 
tying our mules to a clump of buslies 
proceeded on our climb up the hills. 
^Ye hod not gone far when tUe air be- 
came intensely sultry and a mass of 
lipht, ileecy clouds bepaii to gatlier 
o\erliead, ap[)arently the van',niard of 
two tif*iiser masses whieh were forin- 
inf,' nortli and south of u.s. Then a few- 
drops of rain fell and the elond masses 
thiclcened, became blacker and seemed 
"to rapidly approach each other. 

"Seeing that a storm was upon us. 
Brown and 1 started down the moun- 
tain for our nuiles, the clouds above in 
the lueantinie eominij to^^ether, the 
•darknuss increiisinir ;ind drops as lart^e 
■apparently as sancer.s falling around 
m We redoubled our speed and gained 
•our mules as the two cloud masses met. 
It was now almost as dark as midnii,dit 
and the raindrops inere;ised in size ami 
rapidity until it seemed :is thouj^li the 
clouds liad veritably hurst; and there 
was a rush of water like a Niagara 
coming down from the heavens. 
■ "Wo liad reached our midcs and were 
spurring down the etmyiui for our lives. 
The hillsides wiM-e a ra^;i iii;- I'atarael of 
water. (Ireat trees were washed out, 
by the roots; liu^'-e liowlders were 
rolled down into the canyon. Tlie 
water pouring down the hillsides found 
small depressions and in a few minutes 
tore them (Uit to rnviiies. In jdaees \i 
c'oulil see llie soil \vusl:ed clean to 1 1 
liedrocK', and the wlioli' mass tmulilinij- 
into the canyon Ihr'.m^i-li which we 

X'iulll;^. 

"It was a ride for life. Behind us 
was a solid wall of water fifty feet 
high, coming witli the roar of a thou- 
sand cataracts, 'i'lie noise \v;is dea feu- 
iiijr. 1 11 tiic face of tiiis wall (d' waler 
Wiis a mass of debris — w liole t i-ees turn- 
ing end over end, Ini^'e Ijowlders larue 
as a houst!— Ijciug swept forw.ard Ijy 
the powerful force behind as dust is 
swept before the broom of the house- 
wl fo. 

"W'e were iirginf our poor beasts to 
liieir utmost limit of I'iiilnraiiee, tlu^ 
\'.aler around us '.rrowiii',,'- ilecpcr anil 
decp,-r ea.'h secoml, tlie ram still fall- 
ill;;- ill 1 1 u-rc 111 s, wliik- lliiil lerrilde wall 
behind us was iacroiisiug in lieight and 
velocity and steadily gaining on us, I 
was a little in advance of Brown, and 
shouted t..bim to Iire.-ik for tiie hills, 
Id.t the liorrible din lieliiiul drowned 
niy voice, and 1 could not hear it my- 
self. I spurred my mule up the side- 
hill, and looking baclf to see if Brown 
were following, saw that irrcsistilile 
current fairly lift him up, and in an in- 
stant he, with the mule he was riding-, 
N'.'as aliscirlied in the mass wliieh was 
ro'lin;: down ilu- c;inyuii as one lui^ilit 
disappear in tile maw of some insatiate 
nil Ulster. , 

"1 could not stop to look further for 
liim. The rolling w:ill of water was 
coining dou ii tli..- canyon witli the speed 
• of an express train, and every second 
lessened the distance botweeuiit/ and ' 



me. It was a matter of self-prcsorva- 
tion — a race for life witli the elements. 
I -had got down the canyon .to a place 

•where it was widening and the stream 

spread out in width, losing somewliat 
of its depth, but still it seemed to press 
on like some hideous monster intent 
upon its prey and fearful lest it should 
be liatlled. 1 was (.--aiuing on the side- 
hill, but the current was gaining on me. 
Moment by moment rib came nearer. 'It 
was no-w but a few 'feet distant If I 
cottld but force my poor beast a few 
feet higher up the niouutain we should 
be above its force and be safe. I 
tlirust tlic rowels deep in his side, and 
he gave a mad plunge. The w-ater liad 
reached us, and I felt him carried olf 
his feet. I grasped an overhanging 
bush and he' was swept away in the 
torrent, leavint,' mo suspended, my feet 
jiisl toueliiii;,' the surface of the water. 
Iliung to lliat bush for mj- life, and 
despite the strongest exertions on niy 
part it was all I could do to keep from 
being carried away by the mj'storious 
torrent. 

" In a few moments the fury of the 

storm had passed, the water abated 
siitiieiently to permit me to obtain a 
footing, and J forced ni}- way higher up 
the luountaiu to a place of safety, 
w-here, drenched to the skin, I awaited 
the subsidence of th ewaters. 

"The storm cleared almost as sud- 
denlj' as it had begun, the whole time 
oceu]iietl having- been little more than I 
li;ivk' t;il;en in the tellill^^ but ill those 
few moments a dry caiij-(Ui had been 
converted into a rae-ing torrent, tl-e 
mountain sides had been deiiiiileil, 
thousands upon thousands of tons of 
earth and roek had been carried to the 
valle.y below, and the -whole face of 
the country li;id been changed. The 
clouds had expended tlii'ir force, and in a, 
few iiionieiits resolved tlicinsid ves aj^'a in 
into ileeee and then disappeared. 
The sun slioue i)ri;,dit ami clear, the 
torrent liad rolled away and nothing 
was left to toll the awful cataclysm 
but the scene of devastation left be- 
hind. A mark on the mount;nn side, 
far above the level oi the canyon, told 
its ileiHli. Tnies uprooted iind scattered 
niarketl its course. Ininimise bowlders, 
^vhich htid been carried far from their 
oi-iginal resting place and left in its 
cimrse, showed its power, while the 
desolation around me proved its de- 
striietiveness.

'-After great hardships froni liuiifrer, 
thirst and cold, for the storm had car- 
ried away all- that X had, I made my 
way back to civilization; but I luive 
never recovered from the terror of 
those few minutes in a cloudburst, and 
never -svant another such experience. .V 
year or so aftci-ward some jirospeetors 
in the same iieigliborliDod found jior- 
tions of a human skeleton w-cdgcduinlci- 
a log some miles down the canyon. 
"Were they the remains of poor George .' 
"Who can tell?" — San Francisco Chron-

Deep down in the "blue earth" along 
the shores of and beneath the treacher- 
ous breakers of the .Baltic sea are found 
in bits arid fragments of fossilized wood 
the traci'S of vast forests tluit in ages 
long past liad covered ne;u-lj' the entire 
coast lini^ of w-liat is now known as 
East I'russia, says the iCi'w York Press. 

Large ti-aets of land have sunk there 
below sea les'cl and in time were cov- 
ered with the rank submarine growths 
of seawood and algae, "Whenever :i 
storm churns and lashe.sthe waves tlien 
large masses of this green tangle arc 
torn from the bottom, and often eari-j' 
with tliein pieces of amlier, the resiu of 
fossil pines, wliicli, being but slightly 
heavier than salt water, will lloat in 
the network of weeds. Upon bringing 
the floating moadO\vs, that cover tlu- 
sea after ii projjitious galo, ashore at 
given points, tliero dcpi'iids frequently 
an cnorinous gain to the amber lisher, 
who has i-eiilccl certain portions of llu^ 
shore from the crown. 

At those times tlio villages on tlie si a- 
hoard are 'all astir, with excitement. 
X'.body tliinlts of rest'''day nor night, 
and eviM-yone is on the iili-rt, ready to 
liy to the' edge of the waves at tlie"lii-st 
alarm from the w-atcliers. Men <lc'fy 
the roaring breakers, and. sttiiidiiig up 
to tlieir shoulders in the sei-thing foam, 
catch wisps of seaweed in long nets 
and fling them shoreward, where the 
wcwnen and children gather from them 
the yellow jewi-ls of the sea. In this 
manner as niuel 1 ;is foni-tecii thousand 
dollars' worth is known to liave been 
gathered in a single night, liiit in spiti! 
of tlu! most rapid work it is not always 
possible to bring all the cast-up amber 
ashore; the larger pieces, especially, 
are apt to sinlc. They are gatliered liy 
means of long-handled nets called 
•-i-ati-hers," wliiMi a bright daj- and a 
phicid si-a i-n:il)les the aiiibcr ii^■.lu•r's 
sight to penetrate the limpid water. 
Inasmuch as it is ofti-n nci-essiiry to 
turn over liuge rocks this work is vi-ry 
laborious, yet a case is known where 
six hundrod dollars' worth of amber 
amply rep.-iid four men for a simuiier 
day's drudgery. Iteeciitly, however, 
this mode has been entirely abandoned 
in favor of one more in Itecping with 
modern ingenuity and invention.s. 

The company now having charge of 
the indtistry recognized some twi'nty 
years ago the fact that the largest 
ineecs of anilier could not be c;isily 
moved by t'le v.-avc.-i on accoiintof their 
\vcight. and that tliercf(d-e -i luer:ilive 
harvest could lie gathered directly from 
the subuicrged iiortion of the aiiilier- 
bi-ariiig stratum. Accordingly din-rs 
W ere imported from France, but the 
very lirst ;iltempt. though tbuniu^'hly 
satisfaidory from a coniuiercial point of 
vie\v, demoiist r.-it ed tlial I'reiieluiiell 
were not abh^ to stand the rigid climate 
of eastern Prussia, and Lithuanians 
were substituted for them. 

Naturally the gleaning of the bot- 
tom of the sea along the coast evcntual- 
Ij- exhausted the ai.-cessible snpplj'of the 
valualde resin, and from twenty-eight 
tlious;ind four liiiiidred po'nnds in Issl 
the treasure dropped to five thousand 
two hundred pounds in 1800, so that div- 
ing had to be discontinued and will not 
be resumed until t lu' government permits 
siilmiariiic ainlier inining. Tlie rapid 
action of dynamite is then to tal;c llio 
pbu-c of the woi-I; (if divers, wliosi- 
movements are lu'iinperi'd liy tlie stiff 
and heavy rubber suitaml bra.ss helmet. 

Every miner has strapped t<i him ;i 
bag. in -vvhich he collects the pieec-s of 
amber. Before a niini'r is permitted to 
leave tin- premises after each day's 
work he is si-arehcd. .Scrupulously 
honest men have had strangely per- 
verted conception of right and wrong 
as regards amber. It .seems to be con- 
sidered as a gift of nature to which 1 le 
who finds it is entitled. In tlie Baltic 
amber flebls siieb thefts were formerly 
ininishabli' by death, and occasion still 
rcrpiired a quite frccpieiit inllietioii of 
severe ininisliment. A recital <if the 
ciiriiiiis and i ngenious ways and meai.s 
in whicli men have attempted to cir- 
cumvent the vigilance of tlu; examiners 
would add a higlil_\- interesting c-hapti-r 
to the history of fraud. 

The amber gat liered in the mine and 
tile smaller jiieees collccti^il from the 
sliclves are wsished with .sand in revolv- 
ing drums. Xext the pieces arc sorted 
into nearly one hundred classes, eai-h 
one representing siune particular ;idap- 
t.-ition of the raw niatcritd. Mat ]>ieces 
that are made into sni'ilo'i-s' utensils: 
i-ijiind ])ieees for 1 icad^. a rid Jeivelry, and 
small fragments out of which ainl)er 
varnish is made. The output of last 
year was manufactured in fourlmndrcd 
thousand dolbirs' wurlli of sniolicrs' 
utensils. ami the balance of .s.unc 
eiglity tlKUisand dollars' worth into jcu-- 
clry and varnish. 



LINCOLN'S HAT. 



An Old-Fnshlonocl Tile with nn Interest- 
ing History, 

There was nothing of the swell about 
AhralKiin biiicoln, says the New York 
^Vo^l^l. In the irtattcr of ln<, personal 
attire he was decidedly careless. It 
was a matter of snpn-me iudiirerence 
to him whether liis clothes filled hiiu or 
not He had otlier things to think 
about. Thus it often happene*^ that when 
his hat began to look the worse for 
wear lie neglected to replace it with a 
new one. 

When on his way to \Ya.sliiugton to 
ho inaugurated as president of the 
United States he passed througli New 
York. The almost studied negligence 
which characterized his apparel excited 
much mirth and ridicule. But the keen- 
est shafts of ridicule were aimed at his 
hat, an exceedingly seedy-looking 
"stovepipe." It w-as publielj- dubbed 
"that shocking hat." This didn't worry 
Lincoln a bit, but it pained .some of bis 
sensitive friends very much. So they 
arranged a little scheme to secure an 
exchange of "tiles" which would give 
the president a presentable hat. 

The dimensions of bincoln's eraninm 
were secretly but nccuratidy ascer- 
tained, and a brand new hat was pro- 
vided that would exactly fit him. 
Things were so fixed that when the pro- 
cession whieh -was escorting Lincoln 
passed np Broadway the carriage in 
which he was si-alcd halted just oppo- 
site the store of a po|)ular halter, (.)ut 
rushed the hatter with the hat which 
the committee of Lincoln's friends had 
selected, and begged the precious priv- 
ilege of exchanging it for the one which 
liincoln -wore. Witliout any sus|ueion 
that he was the victim of a "pul up 
job'' Inncohi good-naturedly complied 
with tlie request. 

The late William Gibson, one of New 
York's greatest curio and relic hunters, 
secured the ".shocking hat" and it 
ligiireil eoiispicuoiisly at many fairs and 
exliibif ions for clun-ittible purposi-s. 
When jM r. (iibson died, .some eight years 
ago, the hat passed to one of his .sons, 
who kept it under a glass globe in his 
factory. There it was seen recently b.\- 
F. R. Kaldcnherg, of this city, lie 
wrote to his friend C. P, Gunther, of 
Ohietigo, -who has a hirge colleelion of 
Ijineolii relies, abcuit it. Mr. (iuntln-r 
opened nji negotiations and purchaseil 
for a good round sum the liat, whiclx is 
intrinsically not worth five cents. 

The hat is an ordinary old-fashioned 
"stove-iiipc" and was made by a hatter 
at Springlield, III., named Ceorge Hall. 
II is lined inside with paper in iniilalion 
of silk and oil il. in pi'iicil, Lincoln had 
written his name and address; "A. 
Lincoln, Springfield, 111." It is this auto- 
graph which adds so immensely to the 
value of the hat.

ILV^WAIIAN ANNEXATION. 

To all Appearances It Is Shelved for the 
Present-Is It for This an Extra 
SeBBion Is Called ? 

Washington, d: C, Feb. 25.— The 
Hawaiian treaty is thought to bo dead ior 
the session. Tliia is reluctantly conceded 
oven by its friends. Tho action of the 
Senate to-day in refusing to go into eiecu- 
tivo session — though that action doubtless 
had some reference to the Hanoliotte cir- 
cuit judge nomination — wosalso accepted as 
a "conclusive indication that tho treaty 
■would be shelved for the balance of the 
session. The Treaty matter can, of course, 
be taken up in the extra session, which will 
oonyene immediately after the present Con- 
Hveea dies, but unless some marked change 
of sentiment occurs there is believed to be 
no prospect of action upon it dtiring the life 
of tne present administration. 

General BensloB or ConKress. 

Washington-, Feb. 25.— The following 
proclamation haa been issued : " Whereas 
public interests require tliat the Senate 
should bo convened at 12 o'clock on the 
4th day of Mareli next, to receive such 
communications as may bo made by the 
Kxccutive. Now, therefor'3, I, 15enjaniin 
Hurriaon, I'reaident of tlio United .SUteS; 
do hereby proclaim and declare that 
extraordinary occupation recjuire.'j the 
■Scnalo of tho United States to convene

The little steamer Spinster, which loft 
port on her maiden cruise in command of 
Capt. Footo on Monday last, haa returned 
from tho West Coast after a very rough trip. 
She did not, as was anticipated, hring OSioer 
McNeill, of the Provhioiiil police force, back 
with her, as hetiould not be located in any 
of the planes at which she called. On arriv- 
ing at Port San. Juan the crow of tho steam- 
er were told by the Indiana that tho Uora 
Sioward, tho schooner which was to have 
carried the officers to the scene of tho In- 
dian disturbances on the West Coast, had 
called iu there, but on leaving' that harbor 
was afterwards compelled to put to sea in 
a heavy gale, and it is now thought she ia 
taking shelter in Barclay Sound. By tho 
steamer's arrival E. B. Marvin & Co., own- 
ers of the sealing schooner Sapphire, received 
a letter from Captain Cox of that vessel, 
giving the particulars of his trouble. The 
Sapphire was sealing ofT the coast of Cali- 
fornia when she encountered a fierce gale in 
which she lost her jib stay. She ran north 
before tho wind until tho storm abated, 
when running into a school of seals aho 
again lowered her boats and began work. 
It was only for a very short time, however, 
that she enjoyed this, for about four days 
after tho first gale, a second sprang up and 
with so little warning that the nchoouer lost 
sight of two of her small boats, each con- 
taining two Indians. A search was made 
next day for tlie lost ones, but without suc- 
cess, and it is feared tho men havo been 
drowned. The schooner then started for 
Port San Juan where eho will remain, it is 
understood, until assistance cornea to her 
from Victoria. 

Tho tug Constance will, it is expected, 
leave for Fort San Juan to-day and will 
offer any assistance necessary. E. B. Mar- 
vin & Co. are sending tho steamer down, 
and it is expected Mr. Frank Adams, of tho 
firm, will goon her. 

THK J. K. .MACDONAT.D. 

The steam schooner .J. R. Macdonald 
still lies beiiched at Saanich Inlet, with tho 
tug Alert in charge for Collector Milne, 
receiver of wrecks. Tho owners of the 
" derelict " are interesting themselves in 
the case, and claim that she was not aban- 
doned. The captain avers that ho put ofT 
from his craft to secure assistance, and had 
no intention of abandoning her. The Alert, 
on tho otlier baud, claims that the Mac- 
donald was a derelict, and demands salvage. 
It ia expected that the^ matter will be omi- 
cably settled to-morrow. An inspection of 
the hull shows that no very serious damage 
haa been done. The crew was sent over to 
Seattle on Friday night by U. S. Consul 
Meyers. They lost everything, and were 
"refitted" at the expense of tho American 
Governments. 

Referring to the J. B. McDonald wreck 
the Seattie P. L says : 

"C. H. Pennington, one of the owners of 
the steam schooner J. R. McDonald, burned 
off Prevoat Island Wednesday night, left 
yesterday for Victoria, where the rescued 
crew was taken. 

"The J. R. McDonald was built in 1890 
by Capt, William Lake at Ballard, under 
tho supervision of her present owners, C. 
H. Pennington and Capt. G. W. .McGregor, 
who was formerly master of a vessel on the 
Great Lakes. The original cost was obout 
§20,000. She was a good boat and proved a 
very successful and money-making craft, 
plying between Seattle, Blaine and the is- 
lands. About seven months ago, while go- 
ing into San Juan, she ran on a rock and 
was badly damaged. It cost the owners 
S7,000 to make repairs, and the boat •has 
been laid up nearly ever since. When 
burned she uau making her second trip 
since being rcp.ured. 

" The boat was valued at about §25,000 
and was insured for §16,000 in theFiremen's 
Fund." 

TIIR liRKNDA's TKOCIil.KS. 

TliG claim of tho Breiula for salvage in 
connection with tho loss of the J. C. Ford 
has been so far settled that the vessel was 
allowed to clear. The report of her captain 
us to the amount of stuff ho took from tho 
wreck was not considered complete, and 
further investigation resulted in the sub- 
mission of a supplementary list, which 
shows that the crew of the Krenda had ap- 
propriated several articles which were not 
accounted for iu tho original list. These, 
however, do not amount in value to more 
than §.')0 or $(iO. The expenses incident to 
tho case were deducted from tho salvage 
claim, after which tho lirenda sailed. 

FKAKS FOR II. -M. H, (iARNKT. 

Considerable uneasiness is expressed in 
naval circles as to tho safety of H. M. S. 
Garnet, which sailed from Acapulco for 
Honolulu on January 3, and has not since 
been beard from. She may have reached 
Honolulu by this time, but on the arrival 
of the last mail steamer at San Franoiaco 
no tidinga of the warship were secured. 
The general opinion at this atation is that 
the Gnrnoc has broken some of her ma- 
chinery and been compelled to travel under 
sail, 

TO REPLACE THE IIYACINTII. 

H.M.S. Cbampion is hourly expected to 
arrive at EBquimalt as it is not thought 
she will call in at San Francisco on her way 
from Southern waters. After tho Champion 
reoi^es port the Hyacinth will proceed to 
Honolulu, Sho will not, however, it ia nx- 
pcctod, bo ready for ;le]mrturo before tho 
end of another week, although lia.slo in pre- 
paring her for the trip is being nuuie. 

T!Ii: OSOAH AND HATTIK, 

The aeliooner Oscar and Hattio was put 
up for auction by tho sheriff yesterday, in 
pursuance of an order of tho Admiralty 
court. Thoro was a good attendance at the 
sale, and bidding started at 811,500. There 
were then five advaneen of 51'1" each, after

MARINE DISASTER. 

A Life Saving Crew Drowned While Endeavor- 
ing to Ellect a Kcsciie. 

NkwBkdfokp, Mass., Feb. 25. — At a late 
hour this afternoon news was received of 
terrible disaster oil Cutty Hank, one of the 
Elizabeth Islands, separating Buzzard's Bay 
from Vineyard Sound. About eight o'clock 
last evening the lights of a vessel were seen 
off tho Sow ond Pigs Reef, and in a short 
tine tho vessel had struck. The boat bo- 
longing to the Masaaohusotts Humane 
Society was got out and a voluuteer cro'.v of 
six men put off in her, despite tho heavy 
swell and the warnings of tho captain of 
the Lifo Soving station. The men were 
determined to rescue the crew of tho vessel 
if it was possible to do 80. They had a 
long, hard and perilous pull amid the angry 
waves which threatened every moment t? 
engulf fcbem,bttta't last succeeded in getting 
under the lea of the vessel. A rope was 
thrown to the boat, but just as a landing 
was about to be effected a great, wave cap- 
sized the boat and in an instant the 
men wore struggling In the ice 
cold water. One of the boat's crew 
caught a ropo thrown and was drawn on 
board tho vessel, but the others were all 
drowned. It is the worst disaster known in 
tho history of tho Island. The wrecked ves- 
sel w as ascertained to be the brig Sagua, 
laden with sugar, from Cuba for Boston. It 
IB thnuj^lit that the brig will bo lost as the 
wind was to tho southwards and a h"r.vv 
Hwell was on. The captain and crew of the 
brig were saved and landed on Cutty Hank, 
where their temporary wants were supplied. 



PANAMA CANAL. 

Amounts Paid to Contractors for Iiabor on 
Supplies on ConBtmction Work— Some 
La/ge Profits Kade. 

M. Flory, Government accountant ap- 
pointeil to examine into the acconnts of the 
I'anama Canal Company, reports that the 
total amount received by the contractors 
for real and alleged work on, and supplies 
for, tho canal, wa.H ■1G2,020,0C'1 franca. Of 
this amount I02,,'i5S,-i4 1 francs represent 
labor alleged to havo been paid for accord- 
ing to tho roll of wages, and sums expended 
on various undertakings. In tho absence ol 
vouchers it is impossible to ascertain 
whether labor and other operations cliarged 
for wcro really executed, Tho American 
Dredging Company's charges for its oper- 
ations, plant, etc, (j9,.'i()5,.'!'JG francs. An- 
other American linn's account for operatives 
and plant, amounted to lf),2S0,()S0 francs. 
The books of this firm, M. Flory says, have 
been 60 irregularly kept that the admitted 
balance of profits amounting to a total of 
7,97.^,521 francs, must be accepted with 
resorvu, 

A company of French engineers declares 
its expenditures on operatives and plant to 
havo lieeii .'!5,y9S,S10 franca ; Ibis account 
ostensibly ah[)ws a loss of 0,1 )2,955 francs. 
M. Flory points out that this includea' al- 
lotmenta and •commisnions to the Societo 
des Depots ot Comptea Courants, of which 
Charles do Lesaops and Henri Cottu wore 
directors, , Another contractor received 
70,211,002 francfi, on which the admitted 
profit waa 50,723,285 francs, Charles de 
f.i.syeps and Henri Cottu again sharing in 
tiic profits as directors of the Societe dea 
Depots. Another firm obtained 50,858,044 
francs, of which 11,137,381 iranos was ad- 
mitted to bo purely profit, distributed be- 
tween the firm and the principal financial 
agent,a of the Panama company. 

Still another contractor received 4117,- 
(127,850 francs, tho clear profit on which 
was 22,51.'!,."fS2 franca. M. Eiffel's charges 
for operations and plant amounted to 73,-

SNOW m MARYLAND. 

Hard Stmgglo Of a Kailway Train to Oet 
TUrongh a Snow Drift. 

BAt>TiMORE, Md„ Fob. 25. — Engineer 

Wm. Boyd came down the Blue Ridge 
mountain last night, hia locomotive, a 
big ten wheeler, with another locomo- 
tive, pulling the mail train. Ifo had 
worked through several snow drifts 
when ho struck one about ten foot high 
and packed solid. He signalled the 
engineer behind that he wna going 
through a big drift, and then pulled 
tho throttles wide open. In an instant 
lioyd and his fireman was burioil in tho 
snow. Tho cab waa choked up with it; tho 
lever, throttle, steam guago, brakes pumps 
and furnace doors were hidden from sight, 
but this caused no halt in tho ruah of the 
limited train. The drift waa 150 yards long, 
but not ten feet high all tho way through, 
it tapered down to about three feet to- 
wards tho eastern ond. When the 
train entered the drift it waa making 
almost forty miles an hour, and -whoii it 
emerged the apeed had dwindled down 
to about six miles an hour. When 
clear of the drift the train waa so com- 
pletely covered that Its outlines were 
hardly distinguishable against the 
white surroundings. Engineer Boyd and 
Fireman llierly were nearly auffo- 
cated liy tho snow which closed In 
about them. The cab windows were- 
smashed in, and Mr. 15oyd'a head bad been 
slightly cut by Hying glass. A gang of 
track cleoners on tho troin were hurried 
forward to the engine, and In a few minutes 
dug out tlu! engineer and fireman, who had 
been liiinl at work tunnelling a way from 
tho inside. It took twenty minutes to cut 
out tho engine and tender..
